A Proclamation againſt the Exportation of 


Clothes ,vndyed and vndreſſed contrary to Law. 
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T was the works of one of Our Noble Progenitours , King 


DE vv 4x» 3, totonuert the Wools of this Kingdom, fozmerly vented 
© Raw, into Cloth, thereby to pꝛoture vnto Our louing Subietts the 
\| pzofite ariling, alwel vpon the Manufacture, as vpon the Material, 
28 A and to ſet Our owne people on woꝛke foꝛ their better ſuſtentation and 
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Died r Dielled within Our Kingdome, befoꝛe they be expozted, fo: the further good of Our lo⸗ 
uing Subiects, in whole riches e good eſtate wee ſhall alwayes thinke our ſelues rich happie. 
Whereunto wee may adde the great ſatiſtaction and publike good, which other fozraine Pzinces 
and States, with whom we are in League and Amitie, ſhal receiue by this meanes in all parts, 
where Our Cloth is vlſed and woꝛne; foꝛ that the Strangers, and others that heretofoꝛe bought 
them white beyond the Seas, haue vlually pzactiſed both to ſet falſe Colours vpon Our ſaid 
Clothes, and allo to Tenter them in the length, ſometimes ſire, ſometimes eight, ſometimes ten 
yardsin the Cloth, as it came out of the water, beſides the bꝛeadth, whereby the wearer is dekea⸗ 
ted of his mealure, and the Cloth made ſo weake and hollow, as it will neither hold out wet, noz 
laſt any time, to the extreame damage of the wearer, and the intolerable diſcredite ofthis Noble 
and Staple commonditie; all which Jnconneniences will now ceaſe and be remoued: Wee there⸗ 
foze taking theſe things into Our Paincely conlideration, and finding likewile that the Kings 
Our pꝛogenitours did long ſincein their Judgement e wiledome diſcerne the good that might 
come ofthis woꝛke, though thꝛough miſinkoꝛmation they neuer fully effected the ſame, as may 
appeare by the good and politike Lawes that haue beene Enactedin that behalfe, after ma- 
ture Conſideration, and deliberate Reſolution in this impoztant Caſe , doe by theſe Pzeſents 
ſtraightly and exp2efly Pꝛohibite and foꝛbidde, conſtitute and ozdaine , That no S2oad 
Cloath of what ſoꝛt ſoeuer it bee, made here within this our Kingdome of England, ſhall 
be Expozted, Undyed, and Undꝛeſt, after the ſecond day of Nouember next enſuing the date 
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"© © hereaf : But that all fach Sꝛoad Tiothes Full dert Wirten ches Bir Kingdoine of M 
aſd, de ie their full and due Manufactures befozethey be expoꝛted : And that all and euery the 
foꝛmer Lawes and Statutes, which haue beene heretofoze made and eſtabliſhed in foꝛmer 
times byhnpot Our Noble Pꝛedeteſlours, and are pet in foꝛte and ſtrength foꝛ the true Dying 
and Dꝛellſug ok Cloathes ſhall bee duely put in their full Execution : And that all Our louing 
Subiects od what qualitie ſoeuer, (that after the ſaid ſecond of Nouenber next enſuing, will vn- 
. bertake the Expoꝛtation of Bꝛoad Cloathes, truely Dped and Dꝛeſt within this Dur Bing⸗ 
dome, ) ſhalbe admitted to Ship, and Expoꝛt the lame to any ſtaple Townes beyond the Seas, 
where heretofoꝛe Our Cloathes 02 woollen Commodities haue beene tranſpozted by the Mer⸗ 
chant aduenturer, White, Rough, and Undꝛeſt, wich as great and ample Pxjuiledges as cuer 
the ſaid Merchants Aduenturers within this Kingdome, oz in Fozraine parts haue, oꝛ had, oꝛ 
with any other and further Pziniledges foꝛ their tomfoꝛt, and encouragement, as they ſhall oz 
tan reaſonably require: Wee hereby intending to make a Free Trade foꝛ all Our louing Sub- 
tects that ſhall vndertake the Uentingof the afozeſaid Cloathes within the Territories where 
the Merchant Aduenturers haue fozmerly Traded, being firſt here duely Dyed and Dzeft in 
their full Manufactures. 

And we doe further hereby pꝛomiſe in the Woꝛd of a King, to all Our laid louing Subiects, 
that ſo ſhall vndertake to expoꝛt the ſaide Bꝛoad Clothes in their foꝛeſaid true Manufactures, 
that neither the pꝛelent Charter ofthe Merchant Aduenturers, noꝛ any other Licences oz Dif- 
penſations by Non obſtantes contrarie to Our Lawes heretofoze granted by Us, oꝛ any Our Pꝛe⸗ 
deceſſours ſhall be any maner of pꝛeiudice, impeachment, diſturbance, oz interruption to ſuch as 
ſh all, after the time afoꝛeſalde, vent the ſaide Clothes Dyed and Dꝛeſt, accozdingto this Our 
Vopall Oꝛdinance and Conſtitution; But are from the ſatde ſecond day of November next decla- 

red, to be annchilated and made voyde to all intents and purpoles: So that all Our loutng Sub⸗ 
iects, their ſonnes and ſeruants ſhall be free to expoꝛt the ſaide Clothes fully Dꝛeſt and Dyed, as 
afozeſaide, Pꝛouided nenertheleſſe, That all and ſingular perſons which ſhall ſhippe oꝛ expoꝛt 
any ſach Dyed and Dꝛeſt Clothes into the Territoꝛies afoꝛeſaid, ſhall firſtſubſcribetheirnames, 
with ſuchſummes of Money, as they will yeerely employ during the ſpace of th:ee peeres next 
enſuing, in a Regiſter Booke, which ſhall be kept by William Cockaine Alderman of Our Citie 
of London, William Baineham, one of Our Seruants, oꝛ either of them, befoze the twentiethday of 
September next enſuing the Date ofthele pzeſents. And that all others, which refuſe oꝛ neglectſo 
to doe, ſhall foꝛ euer bee excluded from vling and exerciſing the Trade of Expoztationof Dyed 


and D:eſt Clothes into the places and dominions afozeſaid, 


Giuen at Our Pallace of Weſtminſter the three and twentieth day of Iuly,in the twelfth yeere of Our Raigne of 
Great Britaine, France, and Ire land, and of Scotland the feuen and fortieth. 
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God ſaue the King.
